Eminent 
medical men and scientists, college profes- 
sors, presirenis and ‘high officials of rail- 
roads, state officials, Jawyers and sub- 
stantial business men compose the conven- 
tion, 

In this respect the present meeting is 
probably the most important ever held for 
the consideration of the quarantine prob- 
lem. The subject with which the conven- 
tion is to deal, is one of many: perplexi- 
ties. The question of an efficient quaran- 
line to protect the states from invasions 
of infectious and consagious diseases has 
occupied the attention of legisiators and 
scientific men, and it comes up as fre- 
quently as a pestilential disease appears 
Or reappears in this country. It is for the. 
purpose of arriving at some lasting solu- 
tion of this probiem tnat the Memphis 
convention was calied.

The committee on credentials and basis 
of representation submitted a verbal re- 
port, through its chairman, Dr. W. H.

PAPERS URGE SPAIN TO YIELD. 


Say It Is Impossible for Her To Re- 
new the War. 

Madrid, November 17.—Almost all the pa- 
pers deprecate the dilatory proceedings at 
Paris, expressing their belief that the Unit- 
ed States will decline arbitration, and urg- 
ing the government to yield quickly, since it 
is impossible for Spain to renew the strug- 
gle or to expect European assistance, and 
furthermore, because it would be better to 
cease wasting money and to concentrate 
attention upon Spain’s domestic affaires and 
the restoration of her finances. 


EMPEROR’S CHANGE OF PLANS. 


Times Says Cause of Possible Irrita- 
tion Has Been Removed. 

London, November 18.—Tthe Times edito- 
rially this morning hails Joseph Chamber- 
lain as the “‘apostle of better understand- 
ings with the United States and Germany,”’ 
adding that it rejoices that in view of the 
part the United States is likely to play in 
the far east, a cause of possible irritation 
has been removed by Emperor William’s 
change of plans as to his homeward jour- 
ney. 

With regard to Anglo-American co-opera- 
tion in the far east, The Times says: 

‘Its effectiveness will largely depend upon 
our ability to do our share of the work 
and to protect our own interests without 
calling upon our friends,’’ 


AN IMPORTANT AGREEMENT 


Daily Mail Comments on Emperor Wil- 
liam’s Tour. 

London, November 17.—The Dally Mail 
says this morning: 

‘An important result of Emperor Wil- 
liam's tour iS an agreement on the part of 
the sultan to give his benevolent sanction 
to the Zionist Movement. This agreement 
between the Ottoman rule and the German 
emperor ie still more important as indicat- 
ing the friendly intimacy of the two mon- 
archs and its possible influence upon gen- 
eral politics.’’ 


LEPER SCARE AT MANILA. 


Spanish Officers Have Allowed Nearly 
200 To Escape. 

Vancouver, B. C., November 17.—The 
steamship Empress of China brings ad- 
vices which tell of a leper scare in Manila. 
Through the neglect of the Spanish officers 
nearly 200 lepers have escaped from cosfine- 
ment. For a time this was unknown to the 
American authorities and the outcasts were 
allowed to wander at large. 

Orders have been issued to the effect that 
all lepers will be arrested and sent to a 
small uninhabited island on the southeast 
of Luzon. On this island the American gov- 
ernment will establish harborage for the 
lepers of the Philippines. They will be fed 
and cared for at the expense of the govern- 
ment. 

As far.as can be ascertained about sixty 
lepers are still! at large on the streets and 
in the suburbs of Manila.

The Spanish re- 
Ply was not a surprise to the American 
commissioners, who. in fact. had prepared 
themselves in advance, with instructions 
received directly from the president and 
Secretary Hay for a complete answer. 
Still it was probably regarded as better 
policy and more in accord with the amen- 
ities of official exchange that the Americans 
should do the Spanish ccmmissionere the 
courtesy of giving deliberate consideration 
to their carefully written argument. But 
with all due intent to give proper weight 
to the Spanish representations, it must be 
sald up to this point they have had very 
little effect in influencing the American 
commissioners, not because of any obstinate 
disregard of facts on their part, but for the 
simple reason that almost every one of the 
points made by the Spanish commissioners 
has been anticipated in the preparation 
of the American case—no smal] tribute to 
the acumen and diligence of Judge Day 
and Secretary John Moore. 
This Attempt a Failure. 

The attempt of the Spanish comm'ssion- 
ers to induce the Americans to accept their 
construction of the meaning of the proto- 
col, where it touches on the Philippines, 
has been a flat failure. The president him- 
self was a party to the preparation of the 
protocol. It was he who, suspecting a pur- 
pose on the Spanish side to cloud the issue 


and leave open a door for future escape - 


from the consequences of war, had BWwept 
aside, as so much chaff, the message of the 
Spanish duke, Almodovar de Rio, and re- 
ducing the demands of the United States 
to what is called a precisis, had declared 
that the Spanish government might ac- 
cept that as an exact statement of the de- 
mands of the United States. Having made 
the documet the president believes him- 
self to be the person to be best competent 
to construe its meaning, and the American 
commissioners are consejuently in con- 
formity with his views.

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TOLBERT WiLL NOT RETURN. 


RECEIVES GOVERNOR’S ANSWER 
AND WILL NOT RISK HIS LIFE. 


Fact That He Is Assistant Postmaster 
Has Important Bearing on 
the Case.

NEGROES AND STRIKERS CLASH. 


Shots Are Exchanged, but No Blood Is 
Shed. 

ena, Ill., November 17.—Non-union, col- 
ored miners and white strikers clashed in 
the streets of this city ‘again today. Sev- 
eral hundred shots were fired, but the com- 
batants did their shooting from behind 
trees and hedges, consequently no blood 
was spilled. 

The trouble is said to have been started 
by an unknown negro firing upon Wesley 
Pope, a striker. Pope says he was wa:king 
near the Springside colliery, where the 
negroes are quartered, when he was fired 
upon. He secured a rifle and re-enforce- 
ments. 

Meantime the negroes appeared in force 
and the shooting became general. After 
several hundred shots had been exchanged 
to their stockade.

the enemy and fight him wherever he could 
find him. General Young said he simply 
ordered the Cubans to the rear and the 
only service they had performed was to 
gather up the baggage which the American 
soldiers had discarded. 

» General Young said he had been the 
only man inthe command at LaGusima 
who was mounted and that he rode a 
mule. He carried no baggage except 
@ rubber slicker, a pajama and a 


tocthbrush. 

General Young said that immediately af- 
ter the Guasima fight he had looked the 
ground over toward El! Caney and had in- 
formed General Wheeler that he was con- 
fident that he could take the place that 
night with his bricade if allowed to do so. 

General Wheeler replied that his orders 
from General Shafter were not to advance 
Without notifying him and that he would 
notify the general of his (General Young's) 
Wishes. He had not heard anything more 
Officially in regard to the matcer. 

His Work at Montauk. 

With this General Young’s service ‘in 
Cuba ceased as he was taken down with 
fever on June 30, and sent back home. Af- 
ter a period of sickness, he was sent to 
Montauk Point to establish Camp Wikoft. 
die detailed the difficulties of the prepa- 
ration of the camp. He said it had been 
impossible to get in floors and that he 
had not considered them necesstry either 
for health or comfort. “I ‘gave them 
lumber, hammers and nails, however, and 
told them to make themselves floors if 
they wanted them. I thought they were 
being treated too much like baLies.”’ 

Iie regarded the commissary supplies, 
he said, as abundant and that enough had 
been allowed to spoil to feed 1,500 men 
daily. 

The hospital and quartermaster stores 
were also ample. He had never in ali his 
experience and seen army hospitals so 
well supplied with medicines and stores 
of all kinds. The controlling motive in 
selecting Montauk was that of securing 
proper quarantine, and a very strict qu- 
arantine was Observed. He considered 
the camp very healthful and the site very 
desirable, 

“What I did for the soldiers at Mon- 
tauk.” he said, “I think I desreve 
more credit for than for what I did 
at La Guasima. I think more was cone 
than should have been done for the 


soldiers.”’ 

Telling of the hardships of one com- 
mand wricr had just arrived from Cuba, 
he said: 

“They were not the heroes, 
regulars.”’ 

He said the privations of the war were 
not so serious as Indian campaigns he had 
been engaged in. There had been occas- 
ions when he and his command had had 
to live on corn am others when there was 
nothing to be had except horse meat or 
burro meat. “But that,” he said, ‘was 
not in the newspapers.” 

Tie was satisfied that most of the com- 
plaints against the camp were unfounded. 
many of these complaints were made by 
men and women who never seen men in 
camp. Appreciating the situation the sol- 
diers had “‘played it on” the visitors, mak- 
ing complaints that were without founda- 
tion In order to get delicacies. “Soldiers 
like to be made babies of’ he said, and 
“some of them soon got so they would not 
eat their regular rations.”’ 

General Young concluded his tstimony 
with the statement that the soldiers were 
far better cared for than they had been in 
the civil war.

At 8:30 o'clock tonight President Wright 
called the evening session of the conven- 
tion to order. The committee on resolu- 
tions, which had been at work since the 
afternoon, was instructed to report at ll 
o'eklock tomorrow. 

Dr. Hamilton Speaks. 

Dr. John B. Hamilton, of Chicago, ex- 
Surgeon general of the marine hospital 
service, addressed the convention, and his 
speech was given marked attention. 

Dr. Hamilton said, in part: ‘Today, 
more than at any previous period in the 
history of this country, America is in a 
position to express the matter of sanita- 
tion in the cities not formerly under our 
control, from which have emanated, for 
the last two centuries, a steady stream of 
death-dealing microbes. The duty of the 
government is clear, that at whatever cost, 
the foul plague spots which the providence 
of God has placed in our hands, shall be 
made clean and healthful. Those beauti- 
ful isles of the sea, so favorably situated 
by nature, should be purged of contamina- 
tion. Already we see the admirable re- 
sults of the cleaning of Santiago, and in 
that city for the last seventy years there 
has not been a single case of yellow fever. 
A condition which that city has not been 
able to report for a hundred years, so far 
as is known. Our sister republic of Mexi- 
co, Which now has an excellent national 
board of ‘heatth, has in view of the proba- 
ble improvements about_to take place in 
the islands of Cuba and Porto Rico, under- 
taken the sanitary regeneration of Vera 
Cruz, hitherto almost continuously infected 
with yellow fever for a period of ever Jv 
years.

“4 this country i unsatisfactory, and that 
situation thas narrowed down to the pre- 
sentation of two bills now pending in con- 
gress. ne is knewn as_ the Caf- 
fery-Weyman bill and the other 
the Spooner bill, which has _ been 
adopted by the American Medical 
Association and the American Public 
Health Association. The centra] idea of 
the Caffery bill is force, power and con- 
trol, not co-operation. Besides that it is 
the narrow, one idea of quarantine, no 
great system of general hygiene is pro- 
vided.

TO PREVENT SPREAD OF FEVER. 


Government Is Giving Considerable 
Attention to the Problem. 
Washington, November 17.—The yellow 
fever problem has been receiving earnest 
attention of late from the authorities here, 
particularly from tlt marine hospital ser- 
vicc and the war department, owing to the 
important new relations established with 
Cuba and other fever localities to the 
sOuth of us. and also because of the recur- 
rence of the disease in this country during 

the last summer. 

The purpose is to prepare during the 
coming winter months for such an efficient 
cordon of protection around the country 
that the chances of a reintroduction of the 
disease will be reduced to a minimum, while 
at the same time the points of infection in 
Cuba and elsewhere wilil be so improved by 
sanitation and guarded by quarantine that 
the main sources of danger will be removed. 

Already the marine hospital service has 
begun its work of establishing a cordon of 
querantine around Cuba. A large floating 
disinfecting plant is in operation in Havana 
harbor and a similar floating disinfectng 
plant is at Santiago, although mot yet in 
operation. They are to take charge of the 
shipping coming to American ports and put 
it through such thorough disinfection that 
all fever germs will be removed. Similar 
floating plants will be established at all 
other large commercial points and such rigid 
rules put in foree that the shipping will 
be free from danger before it out of 
Cuban waters, although tne same rigid 
quarantine at American ports will be con- 
tinued. Surgeon General Wyman is going 
ahead with this floating disinfection, al- 
though the present laws are not all that is 
desited to give officials the right to establish 
quarantine outside of the country. Owing 
to this weakness of the law strong efforts 
will be made to have congress pass what is 
known the Caffery bill, granting ad- 
ditional quarantine powers. 

Besides the quarantine, to provide against 
the escape of diseases from the is!and, the 
authorities are now considering plans for 
the internal sanitation of the island on an 
extensive seale. 


SPANISH REPLY 
NOT A SURPRISE

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TRANSLATION OF THE REPLY. 


Some of the Declarations the Spanish 
Commissioners Make. 

Paris, November 17.—The ¢tlrical force 
of the American peace commission was 
busy nearly all last night in translating 
the Spanish memorandum presented at 
yesterday's joint session. Whiie the trans- 
lators and typewriters were rendering the 
Spanish arzument in printed English, coun- 
sel for the American commission studied 
it sheet by sheet, making notes of records 
to be examined and of law points bearing 
on the matter in hand. As a result, when 
the Americans gathered for their daily 
session today the Spanish presentment lay 
before them in English ready for considera- 
tion and accompanied by data bearing 
upon it. 

No unofficial person knows the contents 
of the document presented by the Spanish 
commissioners yesterday, but it is safe to 
assume that, added to her insistence on 
che reservation of her Philippine sovereign- 
ty and her proposition to arbitrate the 
construction of the third article of the 
protocol, Spain has made two other im- 
portant statements. 

First, that on the high ground of finan- 
cial probity, she cannot ajJlow any discus- 
sion here of the validity of her action in 
pledging the resources of the Philippines 
for the payment of the Philippines debt. 

Second, that in connection with the Amer- 
ican proposal to reimburse Spain for this 
pacific expenditure in the Phisippines she 
cannot admit of an inquiry as to how she 
has spent the proceeds of the loan based 
on Philippine pledges. 

If Spain has assumed this attitude, and 
it is believed she has done so, sh® practi- 
cally compels the American commissioners 
to consider at least the entire Philippine 
debt and .its assumption by the United 
States or the Philippine islands ag a con- 
dition to Spain’s amicable surrender of 
her sovereignty over these islands. 

It is difficult to understand how the Amer- 
icans can reply te this in any other man- 
ner than by strictly outlining their po- 
sitions and giving the Spaniards a time 
limit in whieh to accept the propositions of 
the United States. But the Americang may 
patiently continue their endeavors ¢o arrive 
at an amicable understanding on the sub- 
ject. 


THINK SPAIN WILL 


Dispatches in London Papers Express 
This Belief. 

London, November 17.—All the special 
dispatches to the London papers this morn- 
ing from Paris express the belief that the 
Spanish commissioners will finally yield, 
though. under protest, to the American de- 
mands.

ANGLO-AMERICAN COMMISSION 
HOLDS LENGTHY SESSION. 
Fisheries and Reciprocity Were the 
Two Subjects Which Now Engage 
the Commissioners.

Coneerning reciprocity, it has deyeloped 
that while some progress had been made in 
considering certain articles which wi.l be 
the basis of reciprocity, yet the American 
commissioners are likely to insist, as Aa 
preliminary to any reciprocity that Canada 
shall out that feature of her tariff 
law which gives Great Britain (a prefer- 
ence of per cent on all tariff, duties. 
If this important concession is| made by 
Canada and conceded by Lord |Herschel, 
who is looking after the interests of Great 
Britain, then it is said that a recivrocity 
list probably will be agreed upon. Without 
the abolition of preferential rates to Great 
Britain the opinion is very positively ex- 
pressed that a reciprocity agreement can- 
not be reached. 

The reason for this, it is pointed 
is that the Canadian law given Great 
Britain within the last vear has diverted 
trade from the United States and turned 
it into British channels. The effect has 
been to reduce materially the rates of 
American food, hardware and other lines 
in Canada and to increase the 
British goods. One of the American 
porters said today that the shipment of 
‘cotton cloth to Canada had fallen off 
from $1,775,000 in 1897 to $783,000 in 1S8U8, a 
loss of about $1,000,000, due to the fact that 
British cotton cloths secured a preference 
of 25 per cent in the duties. The American 
commissioners feel. that if they can suc- 
cee@ in having this Bricish preferential 
stopped it will be greater than any reci- 
procity agreement. The debate thus far 
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has. encouraged the Amerzican cgmmission- 


ers to believe that they will succeed In 
having this preferential wiped out. 

The fisheries question is of long standing 
and is of much importance to the Canada 
and New England coast, It is said to give 
the basis of a possible serious conflict be- 
tween this country ana Great Britain. 

Wearied by the lengthy controversy, Can- 
ada of late hag intimated that in case it 
remained open recourse might taken 
to the seizure of American fishing vessels 
in Canadian waters. This doubtless would 
lead to serious international complications. 
This has been the view of members of 
the commission, and as a result they are 
exceedingly anxious to secure a settlement 
of this question. 

It is understood that there is some likeli- 
hood of a commission of American, Cana- 
dian and English lawyers being appoint- 
ed to determine the maintenance of fhe 
treaty of 1818, which governs these fishery 
rights. The suggestion of this international 
body has come, it is understood, from Lord 
Herschel. Should such a body be appointed 
it would do away with the chance of any 
collision occurring between the Canadian 
officials and American fishing vessels dur- 
ing the approaching fisning season. °

It provides for the testing of the eonstitu- 
tionality of the tax of 10 per cemt which 
the federal government levies on the issue 
of state bank currency, and which has 
always operated to prevent such issue. 
The Chicago platform it to be 
the policy of the democratic party to re- 
peal this Gax, but Mr. Calvin seems to 
believe that the same thing can be accom- 
plished by a short cut to the United States 
supreme cour. 

Of course much depends upon the courage, 
determination and staying qualities of the 
banking institution which undertakes the 
fight, and Mr. Calvin is comfident that he 
can find a bank prepared to assume full 
responsibility.

ment bonds and‘furthering the financial 
plans of the government in detaii. 

"The conditiom of affairs that controlled 
then no longer exists. Congress itself has 
recognized the change wrought by the run 
of years an@ has before it now a biil 
which proposes to issue to national banks 
currency in amount equal to their full paid 
capital stock with a revenue of 30 per 
©eent. Bonds are to be discarded as security 
and the notes, as in my bill, are to be a 
first lien after taxes on the entire assets 
of the bank. 

‘Ther S$ no longer any governmental 
necessity for the retention of this tax: 
therefore I feel confident that if a proper 
case be made and carried up the court 
would decide the question absolutely on 
its merits and set aside the tax. 

Liberal as is the plan proposed as to 
national banks, the system under which 
they are operated is against the best inter- 
esis of the south. Whatever changes are 
made in the economy of national banks, 
there will remain the old curse of the 
system, that of congesting the currency in 
the money centers of the east. We need 
a flexible currency good and adequate to 
the wants of our people.

The following extrac® from the message 
of Governor Joseph F, Johnston, of Ala- 
bama, has been mailed to every member 
of the Georgia legislature: 


“Just two years ago a joint committee of 
the two houses estimated the deficit in our 
treasury as of January Ist following at 
$568,065.54; this estimate added $468,000 for 
interést and other claims maturing January 
ist and credited estimated receipts up to 
that date at $280,000. Striking out both these 
items would have left the net deficit on 
the day of the report (November 17, 1896) 
#8 $350,065.84. The treasurer's report shows 
that at the close of business, September 
«0, 1898, the deficit was $241,755.90: but $85.- 
650.13 of this was due-penitentiary fund, 
and can and should be covered into the 
treasury, leaving actual net deficit that day 
at $156,075.77, a net gain of about $225,000 
during the two years, although during this 
time the interest charge on our public debt 
increased about $75,000 per annum. But for 
this increase of interest under the debt 
Settlement act, there would be no deficit 
whatever now. I think the entire deficit 
sel disappear during the present fiscal 
‘ear. 

“The public conscience in nearly every 
state of the union has been aroused by the 
fact that concentrated wealth is steadily 
demanding more and more the care and 
protection of the state and federal govern- 
ments and contributing less and less to the 
Support of these governments. I congrat- 
ulate you that this evil tendency has less 
frowth here in our state than in almost 
any other, and that you have enacted fair 
and courageous laws to arrest it and compel 
all these classes of citizens and property 
to bear their just share of the public bur- 
den. The reports of the auditor and the 
State tax commissioner show that up to 
October 1, 1898. the money actualiy paid 
into the state treasury under the operation 
of the tax commission law amounted to 
$131,704.44. the actual cost of its collection 
being $6,239.97. 

“Almost as much has probably been paid 
into the various county treasuries. The 
work done for the year of 1898 will be real- 
ized during the ensuing six months and will 
likely bring into the state treasury some 
additiona: $590,000. Gratifying as have been 
these direct results, the indirect effects 
have probably been of even greater ad- 
vantage and importance. The decline in 
the valuation of real and personal prop- 
erty has been arrested and the tendency is 
now upward. The total assessment for 1895 
was $241.238,024.99, for 1896 it was $242,341,769.- 
21, for 1897 it was $251,390,134.57 and for the 
present fiscal year, $256,256,295.52. So it 


will be seen that in three years we have 
made a net gain in valuation of nearly

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Will They Never Learn? 

In another place, we print an editorial 
article from The Washington Post to 
which we desire to call the attention of 
our readers. ‘lhe Tost has a way of 
Saying very timely things, and its ar- 
ticle, addressed particularly to the south- 
ern negroes, contains matter that should 
be brought home to every colored man 
lettered or unlettered. 

The point of the whole matter is that 
when the colored voters place their po- 
litical fortunes in the hands of corrupt 
and reckless men, white or black, they 
enter upon a course which is sure to 
bring them to grief in the end. The 
whole trouble in North Carolina was 
caused by these corrupt and reckless 
leaders, and no man is more guilty in 
this respect than the governor of the 
state, who, because he was elected by 
the aid of negro voters, thought it in- 
cumbent on himself to encourage and 
inflame their attitude of opposition to 
the whites. He set the example, and 
the rest followed it as a matter of 
course, 

The republican office holders, white 

d black, pursued a course of conduct 

at was intended to be both insolent 
and offensive; negro orators tried their 
utmost to stir up strife; and the negro 
editor made remarks about white women 
of a chatacter that never have been and 
we trust never will be tolerated in this 
section, no matter from what source 
they come. And then, to cap the cli- 
max, the deluded negroes, led by these 
white and colored corruptionists, began 
to prepare for war. In Wilmington, 
they made no secret of the matter. They 
insulted white people without provoca- 
tion, hustled ladies on the streets and 
offered affronts right and left. It was 
the boast of the leaders that the town 
would be sacked the moment the whites 
made any serious protest against the 
violent conduct of the negroes. 

This was kept up until the strain and 
tension among the whites became un- 
bearable; and then suddenly the end 
came; and when it did come, the only 
ones prepared for it were the reckless 
and corrupt leaders. They were pre- 
pared—not to stand by their followers, 
but to leave the state. This feat they 
performed without any delay, leaving 
the ignorant, and, as you may say, the 
innocent, to bear the brunt of the peo- 
ple’s just indignation. The blood of 
the slain negroes is red upon the hands 
of these faithless leaders; the crime is 
theirs. They led the ignorant into a 
course of conduct that would be tolerated 
in no community, no matter whether the 
offenders are white or black. 

It is true that the troubles are the re- 
pult of race prejudice; but who drew the 
color line? Who made it a question of 
race and color? Nobody but the ne- 
groes themselves. ‘The negro office 
holders, the negro policemen of Wil- 
mington, were kind enough and polite 
enough to their own race; but toward 
the whites they betrayed a rancor, an 
insolence and an offensive attitude that 
Was a constant source of irritation and 
concern. And they were led into this 
course by the corrupt and reckless pol- 
iticians on whose leadership they de- 
pended. 

Under this constant infliction, who 
could have been more patient and |long- 
suffering than the white people of North 
Carolina who were the victims of it? 
Was there no negro in the whole state 
sensible enough to see what the end 
was to be? Was there no negro with 
enough regard for his own color to 
drop a warning and call a halt?

It is pitiable, indeed, that such trou- 


bles should occur: but it is far more 
pitiable that, after thirty-odd years, there 
cannot be found a negro able or willing 
to give his brethren the cue to prudence 
and peaceful conduct. 
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At the Old Stand. 

Tt seems as if the desire to pluck the 
university to pieces is too strong in some 
sources to be suppressed. 

At every session of the legislature 
there are those who, from one motive 
or another, want to despoil the univer- 
sity of Georgia of its funds, and still 
lay claim to be friends of education. It 
has been so often demonstrated that 
higher education is a prime necessity in 
order to disseminate more generally that 
education which the people should have, 
that it is idle to refer to it. There is 
a bill now pending in the le®isiature to 
interfere with the university's standing 
toward certain bonds from which it now 
derives interest. When it is recollected 
that these bonds cannot become subject 
to any legislation inside of half a gen- 
eration of life it will be seen that the 
movement can only be regarded as a 
recurrence of that enmity to the uni- 
versity which means nothing in itself, 
and is simply trifling with legislation. 
| Suppose the bill passes, Eight leg- 
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| isiatures yet to be elected, the last of 


them to be composed of a membership 
still in its swaddling clothes, could re- 
peal it, and it would have no effect. 

There are too many important matters 
to be attended to in this session of the 
legislature, without playing with wind 
Instruments. ‘They should get down to 
something which is tangible; which can 
be done today, and which will relieve 
the people, and the people who will be 
living in 1916, will be able to take care 
of themselves.

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An Unsuccessful Experiment. 

The telegraphic report of the dishon- 
orable conduct of the officers of the 
Ninth immunes, near Santiago, must 
convinee the authorities that the experi-' 
ment of commissioning colored officers 
has not been successful. 

It seems that when General Wood 
called upon these colored officers as to 
disorders which had happened in their 
commands, they one and all were guilty 
of the most brazen falsenood in denying 
knowledge of the deeds complained of. 
Their conduct was so utterly reprehen- 
sible that General Wood felt called up- 
on to cemsure them for their deliberate 
lying, and to call to their minds the im- 
portance of the duties with which they 
were charged. 

It is difficult to picture the possibility 
of such a scene taking place between a 
general and his white subordinate offi- 
cers. ‘The honor of the poorest lieuten- 
ant is of the same element as that which 
is possessed by the commander in chief. 
The presumption at all times is that 
they are truthful and trustful, and that 
they will fulfill every requisite of a nice 
sense of scrupulosity. Such a scene, 
therefore, between men so influenced 
would simply be impossible. 

If we were to look about for the 
causes of the many assaults upon col- 
ored men throughout the south, we will 
at once discover that it lies in their ef- 
forts to secure places for which they 
are not fitted, either by training, in- 
stinctive qualities or preparation. The 
incident which has just taken place in 
Santiago, and which must discredit the | 
uniform, was simply in the natural or- | 
der of things to be expected. It proves 
that every time when political influence 
seeks to draw the negro out of his nat- 
ural sphere it does him damage by sub- 
jecting him to expectations which he is 
not able to fulfill, and which draws down 
upon him the indignation of those who 
are forced to submit to his assumed brief 
authority. ‘The experiment of commis- 
sioning colored men as Officers has failed 
most ignobly, and it is to be hoped that 
the lesson will be taken to heart by 
those who never seem to be content un- 
less they are playing with edged tools, 

Unprofessional Fees. 

An interesting decision has been made 
by the incorporated law society of Eng- 
land in regard to contingent fees. 

It seems that during the settlement of 
a series of libel actions growing out of 
the simultameous publication of a cer- 
tain article in a large number of news- 
papers documents came to light con- 
cerning the suit which moved the news- 
papers to combine in order to bring the 
conduct of the plaintiff’s solicitor to the 
attention of the incorporated law so- 
ciety. 

As a consequence, the offending attor- 
ney was called before the society, where 
the fact was brought out that he had 
entered into a written agreement with 
bis client by which he was to receive 
one-third of any damages which might 
be recovered against any or all of the 
newspapers which were involved. In 
order to show the character of the con- 
tract, it is given as follows: 


We are willing to act as your solicitors 
in recovering for you damages against the 
Various rewspapers, ani as payment of ot'r 
full soliciter and client cost we are, out of 
camages recovered, to have one-third, and 
to pay ycu the balance in full. 

The incorporated law society took 
this character of legal practice into full 
consideration and came to the decision 
that “although made bona fide, it was 
champerty and illegal and ought not 
to have been entered into by the re- 
spondent.”’ 

The London Times in commenting up- 
on this decision approves its principle 
as seeRKing to drive piracy out of the 
profession and to keep it up to its high 
character. The acceptance or the of- 
fer of services for a consideration out of 
the recovery simply.makes the lawyer a 
personal party to the suit a stirrer-.up of 
litigation instead of being as a sworn 
officer of the court the legal defender of 
the rights of his client. The decision 
has been widely commended in the Brit- 
ish press. 
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A Word with a Friend. 

‘The Macon News is out in an editorial 
in which it expressed its regret that 
The Constitution is “encouraging a sen- 
timent in this state whitch demands a 
shorter school term and a decrease in 
the pension appropriation.” 

We are frank enough to say that The 
News does not intend to do injustice 
to The Constitution, but it has no; read 
The Constitution’s position aright. We 


are in favor of the most complete main- 
tenance of every institution of the state 
—as far as our ability extends! We are 
not in favor of issuing bonds upon the 
future, or of spending money beyond 
that which we rightfully have in pos- 
session! It is a very easy and a very 
comfortable thing to trot around to the 
brokerage offices and borrow money at 
so much per cent, and then a little later 
to borrow some more; finally to pile up 
a public debt, the interest upon which 
alone will be ali that we will be able 
to pay. We believe that when a man 
with a certain income rents a house at 
$50 a month, that upon the reduction of 
his income he should at once rent a 
cheaper house instead of keeping the 
expensive one on mere promises to pay 
the jandlord when some supposed gold 
mine may return its profits in the dim 
and distant future. 

Georgia has appropriated money be- 
vond her ability to pay; the treasury is 
empty: the people are opposed to in- 
creased taxation, and they have a right 
to relief. If they cannot run a five 
million government, then thev must re- 


| duce to a three million basis. and if they 


cannot pay three millions then they 
must reduce to the two or one million 
which they can pay. That is but the 
commonest kind of common sense, try 
to get around it-how you will. 

The News, however, goes on to fur- 
nish this statement: “Tax reform and 


| not retrenchment is the proper slogan 
for those who have the states best in- 
terest at heart.”’ That is, that we 
must enter upon the untried experiment 
of tax reform but keep up our high roll- 
ing all the same, without waiting to see 
whether that tax reform will answer 
what is‘claimed for it. Let The News 
amend its declaration to this effect, that 
“tax reform” and “retrenchment” is the 
proper slogan for those who have the 
best interests of the state at heart. Let 
us have retrenchment within the means 
we have, and not kiting about the coun- 
try on borrowed money, and let us have 
with it the twin measure of tax reform, 
so that the tax dodger may be brought 
to time. When we have secured these 
dodgers, and turned they money into 
the treasury, then appropriate that 
money for the most worthy objects in 
sight, about which there will be no dis- 
cussion. There is nobody opposed to 
tax reform, nor to pushing delinquents up 
to doing their duty.

One of the most pathetic and evident 
facts of the present day is the manner 
in which youth elbows and displaces age 
in the various spheres where men of al!

Everywhere the young 
man is in demand, and the unusual ag- 
gressiveness of the American specimen 
of this genus, and the fact that he will 
do an elderly man’s work for less money 
than the latter can afford to accept, has 
created a prejudice against the one on 
whose head nature has placed her gray 
Sign of advanced years. Not but what 


perform the duties of a mechanic, of a 
bookkeeper, clerk or what-not with as 
great or greater’ efficiency than his 
junior. But since steam has displaced 
Stage coaches, electricity the horse cars 
and bicycles the horse itself, swiftness 
and dash must extend into all other 
fields of human endeavor—and this is 
where the young man has his inning, He 
has no one but himself to support, can 
live cheaply and is thus enabled to ac- 
cept a lower salary than his competitor 
with a large family and other contin- 
gent expenses. 

And, according to reliable authority, 
this sad and somewhat inconsistent con- 
dition has tempted the man’about to be 
shelved to a neat yet desperate strate- 
ey—that of dyeing his -hair or beard, 
keeping himself well shaved and in 
every way conceivable to the human 
mind trying to acquit himself of the 
crime of appearing old. ‘To many of 
them, more than the casual reader would 
think—it is dye or death, and the form- 
er alternative generally finds preference 
with the average man. He may go to 
the manager of a great corporation bear- 
ing on his head the gray hairs which 
were formerly but an indication of ma- 
turity and respect. He will be met by 
a man equally if not more aged than 
himself, and though he may answer test 
questions with twice the readiness and 
accuracy of the young fellow outside 
waiting to be admitted. a never-hesitat- 
ing finger is pointing at the telltale 
white in his hair and vouchsafine no 
other reason, he is told that he is not 
wanted.

I‘rom The Washington Post. 

The trouble in the Carolinas is perhaps 
Over. Peace has been restored, and order 
and civilization have been re-enthroned by 
the only methods that could possibly have 
succeeded. Northern doctrinaries may hur! 
philosophica] condemnation at the southern 
whites to their hearts’ content. They may 
prate of violence and babbie about barba- 
rism. The objeets of their disapproval! care 
less than nothing about that. The preserva- 
tion of social order, the protection of prop- 
erty and the purity and intelligence of gov- 
ernment are of more concern to them than 
the clamor of mere theorists and dreamers. 
Barbarism is one thing to the metaphysi- 
cian. It is a very different thing-te the 
man whose material interests, whose feel- 
ings, whose very fireside, are subjected to 
its sinister and abhorrent touch. The south- 
ern whites have done just what the horth- 
ern whites would have done under Similar 
conditions—they have dropped party politics 
in the presence of a great emergency, and 


have restored the regime of enlightenment— 


and Christianity. 

We wish, however, to call the attention 
of our colored friends to one lessoneof the 
episode which they will do well to take to 
heart. We ask them to consider for a mo- 
ment the vaiue of those pretended cham- 
pions of theirs who have fattened on the 
offices procured by their votes, who have 
inflamed them by evi] counsel, and deluded 
them with false incitement.

A number of members asking for a post- 
ponement of the vote briefly stated that 
they were not yet sufficiently posted on 
the subject to vote intelligenfly, and then 
Representative Johnson, of Floyd, took the 
floor. In a Short, but vigorous speech, he 
advocated the $600,000 appropriation, and 
said that ¢he time had come when Geor- 
gia legislators either had to apply the 
knife or admit that they did not have suffi- 
cient courage to do so. He declared that 
the extra $400,000 ought never to have been 
added to the fund, and he called attention 
to the fact that the appropriations to the 
puodlic schools of the state had been in- 
creased out of all proportion to the school 
He said he was a friend of 
the public but he also had the 
interest of the Georgia taxpayer at heart 
and knew that the latter had about reached 
the limit of his resources. 

Chairman Chappell called Mr, 
of Coweta, to the chair and made the com- 
mittee another short an@ sensible talk.

WHAT THE LOWER HOUSE DID. 


Mr. Calvin’s Bill To Test the Issue of 
Circulating Notes Passes. 

When the house was ready for business 
yesterday Mr. Calvin, of Richmond, .moved 
to reconsider the bill introduced by himself 
making it,unlawful in this state in counties 
of 40,000 in‘habitants or more for persons 
to discharge firearms vn the public high- 
ways or within one hundred yards thereof 
except in defense of person or property. 
This bill had been defeated in the house on 
the preceding day by reason of the failure 
of the ‘house to agree wrth the recommenda- 
tion of the committee which reported it 
favorably. Most of the members had acted 
upon the idea that if it was unlawful to 
discharge firearms on or near the public 
highways in certain counties of the state, it 
was likewise unlawful to commit the of- 
fense in any county of the state, and fur- 
thermore, the opinion prevailed that if the 
bill was enacted into law parties out hunt- 
ing might subject themselves to imprison- 
ment by unwittingly crossing over boundary 
lines from counties in which the statute 
did not apply into counties in which it did 
apply. When Mr. Calvin called the matter 
up yesterday he explained that the bill ap- 
plied to only four counties in the state, and 
that its drawbacks were more than coun- 
terbalanced by its benefits. But in order to 
meet the objections raised, he asked the 
house to reconsider the bill so that he might 
have the privilege of modifying its provi- 
sions. Mr. Blalock,. of Fayette, opposed 
and Mr. Harrison, of Quitman, favored re- 
consideration and both expressed them-

To Compensate Jurors. 

The first bill to pass the house yesterday 
was the bill offered by Mr. Moore, of Car- 
ro.l, to provide compensation for jurors in 
forcible entry and detainer cases. Mr, 
Moore explained that these cases were tried 
in justice courts and that under the law 
as it now stands there was no compensa- 
tion for jurors in such cases. He stated 
that the object of his bill was to correct 
this evil and to provide for the distribution 
of $6 to be distributed among the jurors in 
each case to be added to the bill of costs 
entered against the party losing the suit. 
Judge Brown, of Carroll, supplemented the 
Statement of his colleague, and when the 
bil was put to the house for final action 
it Was passed overwhelmingly. 

To Test the Ten Per Cent Tax. 

Another bill passed by the house yester- 
day was the bill of Mr. Calvin, of Rich- 
mond, to provide for the issuance by the 
state of circulating notes for the purpose 
of testing the constitutionality of the 10 
per cent tax on state banks. This bill is of 
national importance and if enacted into 
law is sure to rivet the attention of the 
entire country. When the bill had been 
read for the third time Mr. Calvin was rec- 
ognized by the chair. He stated that the 
bill was one in which the people of Georgia 
were vitally concerned, since it sought to 
increase the circulating medium of the 
state as well as to test the constitutionality 
of the 10 per ecnt tax, and éince, under 
the opérations of the bill, it would 
not cost the state one _ cent. Hie 
dec.ared that the greatest era of prosperity 
which Georgia had ever known, was the 
era which immediately preceded the late 
War, when state banks were allowed to 
issue circulating notes, and when the price 
of cotton reached 11 cents. He argued that 
while the supreme court of the United 
States had recognized the constItutionality 
of the 10 per cent tax some twenty-five 
years ago, when the matter was brought 
up at that time, he believed that the senti- 
ment of that tribunal had undergone some 
change since then, and he felt satisfied that 
the supreme court of the United States 
would reverse its former decision if the 
matter was brought up again at this time. 
Under the provisions of the bill he ex- 
plained that if the government sought to 
collect its 10 per sent tax the attorney gen- 
eral of the state would be author:zed to 
carry the issue thug raised to the supreme 
court of the United States for the pur- 
pose of invoking the decision of that tri- 
bunal. With respect to the issuance of the 
circulating notes, he explained that these 
would be prepared under the direction of 
the governor, the comptroller general and 
the treasurer, and that the banks receiving 
them would pay the cost of same. Mr. Cal- 
vin called attention to the fact that the 
Chicago platform denounced the 10 per cent 
tax, and that the bill which he proposed 
to enact into law was based upon sound 
democratic principles. Slight amendments 
to the bill were offered by Mr. Hall, of

Mr. Calvin's bill, which is one cf the 
most important measures likely to be in- 
troduced at the present session of the leg- 
islature, is given below: 


“Section 1, Be it enacted by the general 
assembly of Georgia, and it ia hereby en- 
acted by the authority of the same, that 
without unnecessary delay after the pas- 
Sage of this act there shall be jssued to the 
banks and banking aSsociations of this 
state circulating notes upon the terms and 
conditions set forth in the following sec- 
tions of this act: 

“Bec, 2. Be it further enacted by the 4u- 
thority aforesaid, that the governor, the 
treasurer and the comptroller general of thé 
estate be, and they are, hereby constituted 
@ commission authorized and required ‘to 
Cause to be @ngraved and printed, in the 
manner best calculated to guard against 
coulterfeiting, such quantity of circulating 
notes, in the similitude of bank notes, in 
blank, of denominations no greater than 
one thousand dollars or less than one dollar, 
as they may, from -t®ne to time, deem nec- 
essary to carry into effect the provisions 
of this act, and of such form as they may 
prescribe. Before such circulating notes, or 
any portion of the same, are delivered to a 
bank, they shall be numbered and _ regis- 
tered in proper books to be provided and 
kept for the purpose in the office of the 
comptroller general, and shall be counter- 
Signed by him.in the presence of one ofr 
more ©f the commissioners, so that each 
denomination of such circulating notes 
Shall be of the same sililitude, and bear 
the uniform signature of such register. 

“Sec, 3. Be it further enacted by the au- 
thority aforesaid, that whenever any bank 
or banking association, now chartered, or 
which. subsequent to the passage of this 
act, shall be chartered by this state, shall 
make application for such circulating notes, 
said commissioners shal] issue to said bank 
an amount of such notes not to exceed 
seventy-five per cent of said bank's paid- 
up, unimpaired capital stock, and the notes 
issuéd shall be, and they are hereby, made 
a first Hén after taxes, or money due the 
state, on the entire assets of said bank. 

“Sec. 4. Be it further enacted by the au- 
thority aforesaid, that such banks or bank- 
ing associations as may comply with the 
provisions of this act, are hereby author- 
zed, after securing and signing such cir- 
culating notes, in the manner -quired by 
the provisions of this act, to make them 
obligatory, promissory notes, payable on 
demand, at the place of business, within 
this state, of such bank or banking asso- 
ciation, to loan and circulate the same as 
money, according to the ordinary course of 
banking business as regulated by the laws 
of this state. 

“Sec. 5. Be it further enacted by the au- 
thority aforesaid, that if any bank or 
banking association, after receiving and 
putting in ° cirtulation such circulating 
notes, refuses or delays payment in lawful 
money of the United States of any sucao 
note put in ¢irrulation by it and presented 
for payment in the usual hours of busi- 
ness, it shall pay damages to the holder 
of such note at the rate of ten per cent a 
year for the time, during wh'ch such el 
ment is delayed or refused, and the holder, 
making such demand, may make affidavit 
of the time and file. such affidavit in the 
office of the ciomptroller general of the 
estate; thereupon the commissioners shall 
give notice in writing to the bank which 
circulated said proteste€ note, and iff it 
neglects to redeem the same in lawful 
money of the United States for ten days 
after such notice, said commissioners 
shall immediately, unless they are sat- 
isfied that there is a good and legal defense 
against the payment thereof, give notice 
by publication in one or more of the public 
gazettes of this state, one of which shall 
be published at the state capital, that they 
will proceed? to foreclose the lien given 
under the provisions of this act upon the 
entire assets of said bank, and having re- 
alized on said assets by sale or other pro- 
cess conformably to the laws of this state, 
shall apply the net proceeds of said assets 
to the payment of all the notes circulated 
by said bank in pursuance of and by au- 
thority of tHe provisions of this act; and 
said commiss‘oners shail adopt and resort 
to such other measures as will, in cheir 
judgment, most effectually prevent loss to 
the holder of said notes. Any sale of said 
assets ghall be conducted publicly, but only 
after thirty days’ notice of such sale in 
at least three of the principal newspapers 
in the state. 

“Sec 6. Be it further enacted by the 
authority aforesa’d that the plates and dies 
and materials. to be procured as aforesaid, 
for the printing, making and marking the 
circulating notes provided by this act, shall 
remain in the custody of the comptroller 
general under the control and direction of 
the commissions. The expenses necessari- 
ly incurred in executing the provisions of 
this act shall be advanced and paid by the 
bank or banking association, each for its 
own, applying for such notes, and the com- 
missioners are required to charge against 
and receive from such bank or banking a8- 
sociation applying for such circulating 
nctes such rate per cent thereon as may be 
sufficient for that purpose and as may be 
just and reasonable. 

“Sec, 7. Be it further enacted by the au- 
thority aforesaid that it shall not be lawful 
for the comptroller general to countersign 
the circulating notes authorized by thig act 
for any bank or banking association to an 
amount in excess of 75 per cent of said 
bank’s unimpaired pakl-up capital stock. 
If the comptroller general violates the pro- 
visions of this section he shal] be deemed 
guilty of a felony and on conviction shall 
be punished by confinement in the peniten- 
iary for a period of not less than one year 
or more than five years. 

“Sec, 8. Be it further enacted by the au- 
thority aforesaid, that before the notes 
received under the provisions of this act 
are put in circulation they shall be signed 
by the president or vice president and the 
cashier of the bank or banking association 
to which they are issued. 

“Sec 9 Be it further enacted by the au- 
thority aforesaid, that any bank may at 
any time return any portion of its circulat- 
ing notes to the commissioners designated 
in this act and they, in the presence of the 
cashier or one of the directors of said bank, 
shall forthwith cause them to be destroyed 
and a certificate thereof showing the num- 
ber and amounts of such notes so destroyed 
shall be entered upon the proper books of 
the comptroller general and signed by him 
and aaid cashier or director. 

“Sec. 10. Be it further enacted by the au- 
thority aforesaid, that it shall be the duty 
of the commissioners aforesaid to receive 
wornout or mutilated circulating notes of 
any bank or banking association which 
may accept the terms of this act, and 
after memorandum of the same shall have 
been entered by the comptroller general fn 
the proper book or books, to cause the same 
to be destroyed in their presence and a 
record of the destruction of such worn- 
out or mutilated notes shall be made in 
the proper book or books of the comp- 
troller general. Thereupon said commis- 
sioners shall deliver in place thereof to such 
bank or banhk association other circulating 
notes to an amount equal to those men- 
fored in th's section. 

Be it further enacted by the 
authority aforesaid, That no bank shall 
have in circulation at any one time notes 
in denomination under five dollars to an

sale of his stock, if such transfer or sale 
is made within sixty days before the sur- 
render or forfeiture of its charater. 

Be it further enacted by the 
authority aforesaid, That the chief officers, 
constituted as a commission under this act, 
namely, the governor, the treasurer and the 
comptroller genera! of this state, are hereby 
required to give diligence to the perform- 
ance of the duttes assigned them by this 
aét: that failure, neglect or refusal on the 
part of the above named officers to per- 
form these duties shall subject them to 
all the pains and penalties now provided 
by the statutes of this state for failure, neg- 
lect or refusal to perform any other duties 
provided for by law. 

“Sec, 14. Be it further enacted by the 
authority aforesaid, That every bank or

SENATE INDULGES IN RECESSES. 


Handles One Resolution, Receives 
Three Bills and Adjourns. 

The upper house yesterdzy was in actual 
Session less than twenty minutes, but by 
taking two recesses the nembers m inaged 
to consume more than an hour of time. 
The first thing to come up after the open- 
ing exercises was the joint resolution frem 
the house as to visiting the state university 
and the State Normal school at Athens. 
The resolution was. from Mr. Denny, of 
Floyd, and provides for the appointment 
of a joint committee of five from the sen- 
ate and fifteen from the house to visit the 
state university. The resolution went to 
the committee on education, which reported 
back this morning with an amendment. The 
amendment reduced the committee from 
five in the senate to three, and from fif- 
teen in the house to five, and provided that 
they have no compensation except their 
expenses, to be paid on an itemized state- 
ment. The resolution amended was 
adopted, and on motion was ordered trans- 
mitted at once to the house. 

Mr. Wingfield, of the twenty-eighth, in- 
troduced a bill requiring guano manufac- 
turers and dealers in guano or commercial 
fertilizers to return for taxation their assets 
in each county in the state. Mr. King, of 
the forty-third, introduced a bill to fix the 
time of holding the superior court in the 
Cherokee circuit. The bill of the house to 
amend the charter of the town of Fitz- 
gerald was read the third time and passed. 
At 12 o'clock the senate took a recess for 
half an hour. At the expiration of the 
recess the senate adjourned until ll o'clock 
this morning.

IIion. George T. Barnes, ex-member of 
congress from the tenth district, deliv- 
ered an address on the practicability and 
necessity of the Nicaragua canal before a 
joint session of the general assembly last 
night. Mr. Barnes has made a study of 
this question, and has spent many yeurs 
in research upon the need of such a work. 
His address wag complete in every de- 
tail, covering the need of this canal and 
the objections which have arisen conrcern- 
ing its construction. His paper, which was, 
in most part read to the legislators, was 
filled with valuable statistics about the 
construction of the canal between the two 
oceans. He said that the opening of the 
canal would be the greatest work that has 

ever been accomplished by mankind. 

Speaker Little, of the thouse, ralled the 
joint session of the house and senate to 
order. Mr. Dodson introduced Mr. Barnes 
in a few words. He said that Mr. Barnes 
served in the state legislature before the 
war, and went to the national house of 
representatives immediately after the war.

Mr. Gilbert stated on Wednesday to a 
representative of The Constitution ¢hat he 
would not for a moment consider any plan 
which did not eliminate the dangerous 
grade crossings and provide for the future 
growth of the passenger traffic, 

ifie would not make any further sugges- 
tion, and everyone can take a chance at 
guessing what he wil) propose. In some of 
his past depot work Mr. Gilbert has used 
@ combination of elevated tracks and de- 
pressed street grades. It is likely that he 
has something of that kind in mind now. 
This would throw the waiting rooms up- 


Stairs, with the baggage rooms, perhaps, . 


under the tracks, a plan which is in use 
in a number of cities, as for example, at 
Broad street station, in Philadelphia. 
One guesser suggests that the main en- 
trance could be from Pryor street, south 
of the railroad tracks, if the Hotel Jack- 
son and other property in that block could 
be purchased by the road or by the state. 
By elevating the tracks and depressing the 
street grade just a few feet, the street 
crossing would not have to be closed, the 


* etreect being left free to the use of the 


public. By moving 


the wafting rooms, 
baggage rooms, ticket offices and restau- 
rant, space would be secured for two or 
three more tracks, and if the sidewalk 
could be encroached upon, still more room 


would be secured.

Mr. Gilbert will remain here today and 
collect additional information and continue 
at work on his plan. 


HALF RATES FOR SOLDIERS. 


Mustered Out Men Will Get a Cheap 
Rate Hereafter. 

The passenger officials who held a con- 
ference at Norfolk this week decided to 
give a half rate to mustered out soldiers. 

Heretofore the roads have had conflict- 
ing regulations about these rates. Some 
lines took the position that a mustered out 
soldier is no longer a soldier, and is not 
entitled to any better rate than a civilian. 
Other lines gave the mustered out men 
haif rates. The result was annoyance for 
the soldiers and the ruilway passenger 
men, 100. 

“The mustered out men get pay which is 
equivalent to about 4 cents a mile, and they 
will only have to pay a cent and a half. 
This will allew them to travel in sleepers 
and eat in the dining cars, if they wish. 


ROUND BALES AND CAR SUIFf’LY. 


Railway Officials Favor the Round 
Bale for Economy 

Railway men are strong advocates of the 
round cotton bale. They say that they can 
get twice as many round bales as flat bales 
in a car. When cotton is being moved, 
ears are in great demand by the cotton 
lines. They make very little clear money 
out of cotton because the rates are so thin 
and the tonnage which can be placed in a 
car is only one-half the car's capacity. 

Cotton is being hauled by ‘many rail- 
roads in the south at a rate which does 
not give them more than a mil) and a half 
per ton per mile, and some of the rates 
do not give more than one mill per ton per 
mile. 

A carload of stone from Atlanta to Cincin- 
nati yields more revenue, two and a half 
times aS much, as a carload of cotton. This 
is because 80 Much more stone can be load- 
ed on a car. 

Railway officials say that if all cotton 
Was compressed into round bales, the roads 
could handle the crop in one-half the cars 
now required, and the other cars would be 
released for other business which pays 
much better.

It is told on Captain Thompson that he 
Was saying one night that he could go 
twenty-four hours without committing a 
sin, and while he was announcing his de- 
termination to try it one time he was seen 
to kick and then he yelled as he jumped up 
and pranced around the room. It is said by

Colonel Gardener, With Members of His 
Staff, Left Last Wight,

Colonel Gardener Left Brigace Quarter- 
master Williams in Charge of 
Property Until It Oan Be 
Disposed of to Ad- 
vantage.

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THE BRIGADE OF THE FIRST ARMY 
corps, in command of General Snyder, 
which was to have quartered for the winter 
in this city, will be in Cuba by the Ist of 
December. The command, instead of lying 
idle in Atlanta during the winter months, is 
to be sent to the province of Santa Clara, 
the sugar district ef the island, to protect 
the interests of American and Spanish 
pianters. Colonel Gardener left Atlanta 
last night in company with Lieutenant 
Polk, of the Fourth Tennessee, and Lieu- 
tenant Belcer, of the Thirty-first Michigan. 
He goes to Camp Poland; where he will rée- 
port to Genera! Snyder and take command 
at once of his regiment, the Thirty-first 
Michigan, Before leaving the city last 
night Colonel Gardener said te a representa- 
tive of The Constitution: 

‘The order to detain the brigade at Camp 
Poland was no surprise te me. The com- 
mand has been under the impression. for 
some time that it was te move on to Cuba 
before the end of this manth, and while 
we were making preparation to come to this 
city, I had no idea that we would stay here 
more than two or three weeks. I wUnder- 
stand that the First brigade is ta be in 
Cuba by the Ist of next month, and that it 
will be divided out in the different provinces 
around Santa Clara, where it is needed to 
protect the sugar interests of the planters. 
I know of no objection that ‘thas been raised 
to the brigade coming here on the ground 
that the winters are too cold in this climate 
and Suppose that the arders were changed 
because there Was no use of moving the 
brigade if it is to leaye for Cuba in the 
course of two or three more weeks.” 

Property Disposed Of. 

Of the supplies purchased by Colonel Gar- 
dener for improvements on the buildings at 
Piedmont park. and on, the site at Grant 
park a large part of them will be utilized 
by the government at, Fort McPherson and 
at the volunteer camp-at Macon, The great- 
er part of the lumbet at Piedmont park 
will be sent to Fort McPherson and will 
be used there in the completion of the 
hospitals that were started some weeks 
ago. The wood floors for the tents built 
at Grant park will be taken to Macon and 
will be put to use there. 

Of nearly $4,000 expended in this city by 
Colonel Gardener in improving the two 
camps, the estimates that only about $1,000 
wili be actually lest to the government. 

Captain Williams, brigade quartermaster, 
who has been in Atlanta for the past week 
superintending the work on the two camps, 
did not return to Camp Poland with Colo- 
nel Gardener, but will remain here until 
all the property of the government has been 
shipped away or disposed of otherwise. The 
supplies to be sent to Fort McPherson will 
be turned over at once to Colonel Simpson, 
quartermaster of the department of the 
gulf, who has the erection of the hospitals 
at the post in charge. 

Colonel Gardener was of the opinion that 
his brigade would be the first in the First 
army corps to leave for Cuba, and that 
the other commands in the state would fol- 
low shortly after, going to different points 
on the island, 

With Colonel Gardener went the twenty 
men of the Thirty-first Michigan and 
Fourth Tennessee, who have been acting 
in the capacity of guards for the property 
at the two camps. Colonel Gardener stated 
that he liked Atlanta for many reasons, 
and that the city, in nis opinion, would be 
an ideal place for a military camp if the 
government did not inténd to send this bri- 
gade to Cuba in the course of a few weeks. 
He says: 


“Our camp at Knoxville is a good one 
and there was no reason for changing it to 
this city, since the war department intends 
to give the brigade active service at once. 
Camp Poland will answer every purpose un- 
til we are ordered to moye.”’ 

Was Objection Made to Atlanta? 

Mr. W. 8S. Coursey, of Washington, pri- 
vate secretary to Adjutant General Corbin, 
who has been in this city on a visit for two 
days, said yesterday, in speaking of the 
selection of the camp for this city: 

‘T have not been in Washington for a 
week and of course do not know the imme- 
diate cause of the detention of the brigade 
at Knoxville. However, the war depart- 
ment has been considering whether or not 
to bring the troops here for the past two 
weeks. The officials nave the idea that 
Atlanta is too coid in the winter, and they 
thought a milder climate could be found 


south of Atlanta for the men. 
“TI eannot eay that this objection was 


the cause of the order detaining the brigade 
at Camp Poland, although such is possi- 
bly the case, While they recognized At- 
lanta as one of the healthiest cities in the 
state, still in order to properly prctect 
the men, it would be necessary to go to 
considerable expense.”

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POST NURSES FORM A BRANCH 


The Society Is Still in Embryo, but 
Is Destined To Develop Into a 
Strong Association. 


Trained nurses in all governmental hos- 
pitals are organizing an association to be 
known as The American Society of Army 
Nurses. This has been done at tthe sugges- 
tion . of Dr. - McGee, a lady . phy- 
sician, who was in charge of the 
trained nurses in the army hospitals. 
but who has since been retired with the 
rank of lieutenant by the war department. 

The letter recommenaing that a branca 
of the society Le organized at Fort Mc- 
Pherson was received several days ago by 
Miss Jane Rodgers, une of the trained 
nurses, and she submitted it to a mee‘ing 
of the other nurses held Wednesday night 
in the Spanish prison. 

At the meeting Miss Helen Gottsd@ialk 
was elected temperary president and Miss 
Marryat temporary secretary. A commit- 
tee was also appointed to draft the consti- 
tution and by-laws of the organ:zacion. 
This committee will make a 2port at a 
meeting to be held next Wednesday right.

Mice, 
Miss Caroline L. Danford, Miss Naney 
Jane Rodgers and Mrs. Mary H. Pennell. 


All trained nurses at the post have an-’ 


nounced their intention of joining the assoe- 
ciation and they are greatly interested in 
the new venture. The object of the scciety 
is to have the nurses band together in 
their work, and it is the opinion of ail who 
have investigated the matter that this will 
result in much benefit. 

Another object is to preserve the record 
of names of all nurses who volunteered 
for services in the army hospitals during 
the late war with Spain. The nui'ses at 
Fort McPherson announce that iney wiil 
have one of the best branches of the new 
society, and they will make-a creditable 
showing. The hospital at Fort McPnerson 
is one of the largest maintained by the 
government, and is much larger than any in 
this section of the country. 

For this reason there are ‘more trained 
nurses at the post, and the chapter organ- 
ized there will consequently be one of the 
largest in the country.

Chicego, November 17.—-Wheat today was 
very strong up to within balf an hour of 
the close when it turned weak and closed 
at a trifle decline. The advance was _large- 
ly in the nature of a scare among Decem- 
ber ghorts, but the local nature of the 
strength was ultimately impresser on 
traders. Corn and oats were strong and 
closed %@%c higher. Provisions closed a 
shade under yesterday’s final prices. 

Opening trades in wheat showed slight 
changes either way from yesterday's clos- 
ing prices, May starting a shade lower at 
66c, and December %c higher at 6%@66%c. 
The market at once deveioped considerable 
firmness. December again took the lead in 
this respect, although the volume of trad- 
ing was greater in May, it being difficult 
at times to secure December, as few oper- 
ators cared to put out fresh short lines.

Who Kate Riker Is. 
the news of the report of

began to recall some 
reminiscences of Mrs. Kate Riker. She 
has been living near the fort for several 
years, and has been in jail on the charge 
of selling the soldiers whisky and beer. 
She is an elderly woman. Her husband, 
J. H. Riker. committed suicide in Chatta- 
nooga on the 18th of January.last. She 
Was separated from him at the time. 

Mrs. Riker’s home, where the four deaths 
have occurred, and which are causing the 
present stir, is located on the right hand 
or north of the Traction street ear 
line, and within 300 yards of the Fort Mc- 
Pherson depot. She ‘has been residing there 
for quite a while with a young girl who 
she said was her daughter, and who died 
recently. 

Mrs. Riker has stated that Foss was a 
boarder, and that he died from the effects 
of a spree. 

The coroner will begin his investigation 
today, and the outcome of the inquest will 
be closely watched by those who live near 
the fort. 


CRAZY KESSLER IS HELD. 


He Says His Mind Is Sound, but He 
Was Too Wild To Be Let Out 
of Prison. 

J. B. Kessler, the white man who was 
locked up at the police barracks night be- 
fore last on account of his queer conduct 
on the street,said yesterday that he was not 
crazy, but the officers did not take his word 
on the subject. 

Kessler acted like a madman Wednesday 
evening and it took four policemen to place 
him in a padded cell. It was believed he 
was a lunatic and that he might commit a 
murder similar to that committed by Shock- 
ley when he killed Bishop in a trolley car. 

Yesterday morning a member of the Sal- 
vation Army called at the police barracks 
and -stated that Kessler was a new con- 
vert and that he had quit drinking too sud- 
dently. 

The police authorities decided it was best 
to keep Kessler behind the bars until his 
people at Toccoa could be heard from.

Georgia Southern and Florida Encourages 
Farming in Middle Georgia. 


LARGEST YIELDS WILL WIN 


Competition Is Open to All Living 
Along the Line. 


THE MEASUREMENTS MUST BE ACCURATE 


Cash Will Be Paid for the Largest 
Crops of Corn, Wheat, Oats, To- 
bacco, Strawberries, Etc. 


THE GEORGIA SOUTHERN AND 
Florida has adopted a practical way of en- 
couraging careful farming along its line by 
offering prizes for the best yields. 

Six prizes are offered as follows: 

For best acre of corn.. oe «$20 0 
For best acre of wheat... « .- 25 00 
For best acre of oats .. .. .. «os 2 20 0 
For best acre of cigar tobacco .. .. . . 2500 
For best acre of strawberries. .. .. .« .. 50 00 
For best five acres of garden truck.. . 50 00 

This road runs through a fine Pr a tags 
country ard there should’ be some large 
yields, especially of tobacco, strawberries 
and garden truck. Some of the land will 
make fine corn, wheat and oats, too. 

Major W. L. Glessner, the company’s 
commissioner of immigration, explains that 
the company’s purpose in offering these 
prizes is encouraging diversification of 
crops, the management believing that in 
the cultivation of a variety of crops for the 
market lies the prosperity of the section 


traversed. 

All the products are to be grown within 
five miles of the Georgia Southern and 
Florida railroad. 

For corn, wheat and oats the ground must 
be measured and the crop harvested in the 
presence of two witnesses, who shall certi- 
fy under oath before a proper officer as to 
correctness of measurement of ground and 
amount of product harvested. The grower 
must file with the nearest agent of the 
railroad company on or before October 1, 
1899. a statement setting forth the ‘variety 
of corn, wheat or oats; when planted, how 
cultivated, kind, amount and cost of fer- 
tilizer used, when harvested and total cost 
of production of the crop. This statement 
must be accompanied by the certificates of 
two witnesses and one Dushel of the crop 
from the acre entered for the competition. 

For tobacco, the ground must be meas- 
ured, harvested, and after being pole-cured, 
weighed in the presence of two witnesses, 
who shall certify under oath before a 
proper officer as to correctness of measure- 
ment and weight. The grower must file 
with the nearest agent of the Georgia 
Southern and Florida railway, on or before 
October 1, 1899, a statement setting forth 
the variety of tobacco; when planted, how 
cultivated, kind, amount and cost of fertil- 
izer used, when harvested, and total cost of 
production of crop. This statement to be 
accompanied with the certificates of the 
two witnesses and five pounds each of 
wrapper and filler selected from the crop of 
the acre entered for competition. 

For strawberries, the ground must be 
measured and the crop harvested in the 
presence of two witnesses, who shall certi- 
fy under oath before a proper officer as to 
the correctness of measurement and amount 
of product harvested. The grower must file 
with the nearest agent of the Georgia 
Southern and Florida railway, on or before 
August 1, 1899, a statement setting forth the 
variety of strawberry, when planted, how 
cultivated, kind, amount and cost of fertil- 
izger used, when harvested and total cost of 
production of crop, including picking, pack- 
ing and crates. This statement to be ac- 
companied by the certificates of the two 
witnesses and statement of receipts from 
the crop. 

For garden truck, the ground must be 
measured and the crop harvested in the 
presence of two witnesses, who shall certify 
under oath before a proper officer as to 
correctness of measurement and amount of 
product harvested. The grw@/er must file 
with the nearest agent of the Georgia 
Southern and Florida railway, on or before 
October 1, 1899, a statement setting forth 
the varieties of vegetables grown and ship- 
ped, time of planting and harvesting. metnh- 
eds of cultivation, kind, amount and cost 
of fertilizers used, cost of cultivation, har- 
vesting, packing and packages, amount of 
each variety of vegetable shipped arid 
amount’ received for same. 

Competent and disinterested persons will 
be selected to act as judges and upon their 
award the amount of premium offered will 
be promptly paid. 


WILL RAISE GRAIN CROPS. 


The New Convict Farm Will Be Plant- 
ed in Corn, Wheat and 
Oats. 

The state will try raising grain on an 
extensive scale. 

The new convict farm is to be planted in 
wheat, oats, corn and vegetables. 

Judge J. S. Turner, chairman of the 
(prison ,commission, returned yesterday. 


from oer where the commiss‘on- 
ers spent two days this week. While there 
they made a contract for the planting of 
100 acres in wheat and 500 acres in oats. 
They will also arrange for the planting 
of a large part og the farm in corn néxt 
spring. 

There will Le about 200 convicts on this 
farm and after the plertation gets in 
good running order they should be able to 
raise thousands of bushels of grain and 
vegetables. As the state*thas to buy great 
quantities of meal, meat and vegetables, 
to say nothing of the clcthes, shoes, sirup 
and other agticles, for the use of the 
lunatic asylum and other public Iinstitu- 
tions, it may be possible for the convict 
farm to supply great quantities of food 
products and thus save the tax payers 
t'lousands and thousands of dollars a 
year. The state spends $18,000 a year just 
for beef for the inmates of the insane'‘asy- 
lum. Other food articles cost thousands of 
dollars more, 

It may be possible to raise on the con- 
vict farm practically all the food stuffs 
except coffee, sugar and salt used by the 
state institutions. New York’s convicts 
make practically everything used by the 
State. Even the state printing is done by 
the convicts and it is said that they are 

selfsupporting. They make their own 
clothing and shoes, 

Georgia has about 2,300 inmates of the 
insane aSylum, about the same number of 
convicts and 500 wards at the deaf and 
dumb and blind institutions. 

There are certainly 5,000 public wards and 
maybe more. The new convict farm con- 
tains land enough to grow all the food 
products that will be required by these 
wards. The prison commissioners propose 
to make the convicts’farm supply a large 
part of the food which the state now buys. 
No cotton will be planted next spring on 
the convict farm, but potatoes, peas, cab- 
bage an@ such vegetables will be grown 
in abundance.

NINE CARS © OF GUNS HERE 


Thirty Car Loads of Krag-Jorgensens 
Will Arrive Soon. 


THE OLD SPRINGFIELBS ARE AT A DISCOUNT 


Atlanta Will Be the Center for Distri- 
bution of Ammunition to Troops 
in the State. 
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ATLANTA IS TO BE THE CENTER OF 
the ordnance department of the army for 
the distribution of guns and ammunition to 
the troops of the First and Second army 
corps wintering in this state. Thirty car 
loads of Krag-Jorgensen rifles, the new 
30-caliber magazine gun of the army, to- 
gether with a large supply of ammunition, 
will reach the city in the course of a few 
days, and will be distributed among the 
troops at the earliest possible moment. 

Colonel John A. Kress, who has been des- 
ignated by the chief ordnance officer at 
Washington to distribute the supplies 
among the commands of the two corps to 
be located in this state, arrived in the 
city yesterday morning. Colonel Kress 
spent the morning in consultation with offi- 
cers of the department of the gulf and 
paid a visit to Fort McPherson later in 
the day. He will establish his headquarters 
in an office at the department of the gulf 


and will conduct the distribution of supplies 


from this city. 

Nine carloads of the Krag-Jorgensen ri- 
fles have already arrived and are sidetrack- 
ed near the Forsyth street bridge. The re- 
mainder of the rifles will come in from the 
factories in the north during the next week. 
Colonel Kress stated yesterday that the 
cars would not be unloaded in this city, 
but would be forwarded in bulk to the 
different brigades of the corps as soon as 
possible. 

The new rifle, according to officers of the 
department of the guif, is far superior in 
every respect to the old Springfield gun, 
with which the volunteers were armed early 
in the summer. The only command in the 
volunteer force that had the new magazine 
gun was the First volunteer cavalry and 
that fact as much as anything else gave 
the Rough Riders an advantage over other 
volunteers in the Cuban Campaign. The 
supply of Krag-Jorgensen rifles has been 
short since the commencement of the war 
and the government has only in the past 
month been able to get control of enough 
of them to arm the volunteers throughout 
the country. 

Colonel Kress stated yesterday 
did not know what brigade in tka state 
would be equipped first, but that all of 
them, and especially those designated for 
the army of occupation in Cuba, would be 
armed at the earliest possible moment. 

The troops themselves recognize the in- 
feriority of the old Springfield pattern and 
are anxious to be supplied with the same 
gun as that in the hands of thé regular ar- 
my. At the beginning of the war it was 
possible only to equip the regulars wita 
the Krag-Jorgensen, but under tha ne Ww 
order from the war department the w hole 
army will be fitted up with the new weapon 
in the course of the next month.)
